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In response to applicant's pre-amendment dated July 10, 2003. the following action is 
taken: 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 62, 63 and 65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Dang (6400670). 

The claims are only drawn to an optical information processor and not for reading or 
writing on a single disk. The reference shows an optical information processor 
comprising: a light source LD, and objective lens OL, an aperture element PF, B1 and 
B2, an actuator for moving the lens (servo focusing or tracking control), photo detection 
means PD and the recording aperture for a DVD disk is varied compared to a reading 
aperture of a CD disk as shown in fig 2 elements 3-6. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 63 see fig 2 wherein the D1 aperture of a DVD is 
larger than for the one reading the CD. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 65 see elements PD, PF, B1 and 82. 
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Claims 64 and 66-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the cited prior art shows or teaches the structural elements of the aperture 
means as claimed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 5822295.
